In  the  Miniature  class  we  received  first  on  our  collection  consisting  of 
Coronne,  Elizabeth  Pape,  Golden  California,  Baby  Royal,  Sanhican  s  Sweet' 
heart  and  Little  Jewel.  First  for  the  most  artistic  receptacle  with  Baby  Royal 
and  second  for  the  best  miniatures  with  Golden  California. 

We  also  received  the  prize  for  the  small  types  in  white,  in  yellows  and  in  the 
singles  with  Union  Jac\.
